As  elsewhere  in  Cornwall  there  is  a  marked  seasonal 
rise  in  population  during  the  holiday  period.  The  main  occupations 
are  clayworking  and  agriculture.  1he  latter  is,  of  course,  a 
healthy  occupation,  and  so  also,  in  the  main,  is  the  former. 

The  District  extends  across  the  breadth  of  the  County 
and  has  a  northern  and  southern  seaboard.  As  a  result,  there  are 
two  types  of  climate  -  the  northern,  more  bracing  with  slightly 
more  sunshine  and  a  slightly  lower  temperature  than  the  southern, 
which  is  mild  with  prevailing  S.F.  winds.  The  mean  annual 
temperature  is  about  51°E, 

Rainfall 

The  rainfall  for  1958  as  recorded  at  Hendra  Pumping 
Station  amounted  to  58.77  inches.  Rain  (exceeding  0.01  inches) 
fell  on  249  days  and  the  wettest  day  was  Tuesday,  2nd  September 
when  1.21  inches  were  recorded.  The  wettest  month  was  August 
with  7.62  inches  (28  out  of  the  31  days  were  wet)  and  the  driest 
was  April  with  1.10  inches. 

Snowfalls  occurred  on  five  successive  days  in  January 
having  a  rainfall  equivalent  of  0.77  inches  and  there  were  snowfalls 
on  7th  and  8th  March  with  a  rainfall  equivalent  of  0.74  inches. 

A  rainfall  gauge,  operated  by  a  neighbouring  Authority 
since  1910,  showed  1958  to  be  the  wettest  year  since  that  time,  and, 
if  earlier  local  records  were  available,  probably  for  a  much  longer 
period.

Death  from  malignant  disease  caused  15,1%  of  all  deaths,  motor 
vehicles  1.2^  and  other  accidents  1,6%, 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  have  been  very  constant  at  an 
average  of  3  per  annum.  This  corresponds  to  the  rate  of  about  20  per 
100,000  for  males,  who  are  mostly  affected,  compared  with  a  national 
figure  of  about  80  per  100,000.  There  is  little  doubt  that  a  rural 
life  is  beneficial  and  that  there  is  some  urban  factor  in  causation.

(i)  Nov/  Schemes 

(  a)  Boars  Downs  Water  Supply  Scherru 

Yfork  on  the  construction  of  this  schane,  whereby  Mawgan-in-Pydar 
and  St.  Colunib  Major  parishes  mil  be  supplied  with  water  from  Yvadebridge 
R.  D.  C.  De  Lank  Scheme,  was  commenced  in  June,  1958,  By  the  end  of  July 
a  supply  was  being  taken  for  Mawgan-in-Pydar  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  scheme  will  be  complete  by  April,  1959,  from  which  date  St.  Columb 
Major  will  also  be  supplied.  The  scheme  vail  permit  the  abandonment  of 
the  unsatisfactory  source  at  Talskiddy,  previously  supplying  Mawgan-in- 
Pydar,  and  the  insufficient  source  at  Ruthvoes,  previously  supplying 
St.  Columb  Major, 

(b)  Fowey  River  Schon. 

7/ork  on  the  preparation  of  this  scheme  has  continued  throughout 
the  year.  In  April  tenders  were  considered  for  the  supply  of  pumping 
plant  and  water  treatment  plant  and  ultimately  orders  were  placed  with 
Gwynnes  Pumps  Ltd.,,  and  United  Filters  and  Engineering  Ltd,  as  Contract 
No,  1  and  Contract  No.  2  respectively. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  tenders  were  invited  for  Contract 
No.  3  which  incorporates  all  the  civil  engineering  work  at  Restomel 
including  the  river  intake,  settling  tank,  filter  shells,  buildings  etc,, 
the  rising  main  and  1,000,000  gallon  capacity  reservoir  at  Chark. 

Tenders  for  Contract  No.  A -for  the  trunk  mains  will  be  invited  later 
in  1959. 

(c)  V/'esley  Terrace  and  Bilberry  Water  Scheme 

Detailed  planning  and  administrative  procedure  for  this  scheme 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  it  is  expected  that  work  vi  11  be 
put  in  hand  by  about  mid-1959.

( "b)  Fluorine  Analyses 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  complete  chemical  and 
mineralogical  analyses  of  -water  from  all  our  main  sources  -was 
undertaken  with  a  special  analysis  for  the  determination  of  the 
fluorine  content,,  The  results  indicated  the  waters  to  be  reasonably 
satisfactory  but  most  of  them  are  rather  acid  and  inclined  to  be 
aggressive  to  metals. 

(c)  Trethosa  Link  Main 

This  "short  circuit"  main  involving  the  laying  of  500  yards 
Class  F  cast  iron  pipes  from  Trethosa  Chapel  to  Meledor  Moor  was 
completed  during  the  Autumn.  It  resulted  in  greatly  increased 
pressure  of  supply  in  the  Higher  Meledor  area  and  also  enabled  a 
re-arrangement  of  supply  in  the  St.  Stephen  area  to  be  effected, 
such  that  savings  in  pumping  costs  were  possible. 

(  l)  Mains  diversion 

The  permanent  diversion  of  the  4"  feeder  main  from  St .Dennis 
to  Treviscoe  to  pass  around  the  new  waste  tip  at  Parkandillick, 

St.  Dennis  was  completed  early  in  the  year  after  successful 
negotiations  with  the  Company  concerned. 

( e)  Replacement  of  plant  -  Hendra  Pumping  Station 

Following  the  breakdown  of  one  of  the  treble  ram  pumps  at 
Hendra  in  the  Autumn  of  1957 <,  a  replacement  centrifugal  pump  was 
installed  and  brought  into  operation  in  mid-1958. 

(f)  Wat  or  Byelaws 

Amended  byelaws,  to  an  up-to-date  version  of  the  previous  edition 
but  incorporating  additional  frost  precaution  clauses,  were  approved 
by  the  Minister  and  brought  into  operation  on  1st  March,  1958# 

( g)  Availability  of  Supplies 

Although  in  May  there  were  some  misgivings  about  the  source 
at  Trewbon,  and  which  necessitated  emergency  pumping  from  Halviggan, 
the  exceptional  rainfall  soon  re-established  the  balance  and  there  were 
no  other  difficulties  at  any  source  throughout  the  year. 

(  2)  Sewerage  and  Serfage  Disposal 

( a)  Trewoon  and  Polgooth  Sewerage  Scheme 

The  scheme  was  complete  in  all  respects  by  June  1958,  five 
months  ahead  of  schedule,  and  was  brought  into  operation  when  the 
Council  Houses  at  Trewoon  and  Trelowth  were  connected. 

There  has  been  a  very  encouraging  response  from  the  Trewoon  area 
where  many  properties  were  connected  to  the  sewers  without  delay.  At 
Polgooth,  however,  there  has  not  been  the  same  enthusiasm  and  very  few 
properties  have  connected. 
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The  sewage  disposal  plant  has  •'worked  well  and  is  producing  an 
effluent  of  much  hotter  standard  than  the  minimum  requirements. 

(b)  Grampound  Sewerage  Scheme 

Following  representations  to  the  Ministry,  authority  to  invite 
tenders  was  received  and  public  advertisement  was  made  in  December. 

Work  on  the  scheme  is  likely  to  start  in  April,  1959. 

( c)  Fraddon  Sewerage  Schema 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  continue  to  held  up  any  progress.  Although  eveiy  attempt  is 
made  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  reputed  owner  each  stage  is 
hampered  by  the  introduction  of  new  or  altered  conditions. 

( d)  St.  Dennis  Sewage  Disposal  Work s  -  Improvements 

The  necessary  land  was  purchased  at  the  end  of  September  1958 
and  the  new  site  fences  were  subsequently  erected. 

The  proposals  were  advertised  in  the  local  press  during  November 
and  a  local  investigation  by  an  Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
is  to  take  place  in  February  1959.  There  is  every  hope  that  work  will 
be  started  during  1959* 

(  e)  Trerice  Drainage 

A  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  this  hamlet  was  prepared  during  the 
year  with  a  view  to  it  being  executed  concurrently  with  the  work  at 
St. Dennis  Sewage  Disposal  'dorks. 

( f)  St.  Dennis  Flood  Relief  Sewer 

A  scheme  is  to  be  prepared  in  the  office  for  this  work  which,  it 
is  hoped,  vail  be  carried  out  later  in  1959  with  the  co-op eration  of 
the  County  Council  Highv/ays  Department,  to  prevent  further  flooding  in 
^ore  Street. 

(g)  St,  Stephen  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  -  Improvements 

The  detailed  plans  have  been  submitted  for  the  approval  of  all 
interested  authorities  and  it  is  anticipated  that  submission  to  the  Ministry 
vdll  be  possible  early  in  1959* 

(h)  Roche  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  "dorks  -  Improvements 

The  plans  are  ready  for  submission  at  an  approjriate  time. 

(i)  Public  Conveniences 

The  new  convenience  at  Indian  Queens  was  brought  into  use  during 
the  last  week  of  December  1957  although  it  was  not  complete  in  all 
respects  until  January  1958. 

The  new  convenience  at  Mawgan  Porth  v/as  brought  into  use  at  the 
end  of  February  1958. 

During  April  1958  the  existing  public  conveniences  throughout  the 
district  were  reconditioned.

(3)  Rodent  Control 

Establishment  :  One  Rodent  Operator  with  a  5  cwt.  van. 

T7ork  includes  systematic  treatment  of  Council's  tips,  sewage  works  and 
sewers.  At  the  end  of  the  current  financial  year  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  will  cease  to  treat  farms  and  other 
industrial  premises,  and  it  is  hoped  that  local  authorities  will  be 
able  to  carry  on  the  servicing  of  such  premises  with  their  own  staffs. 
As  the  deficiency  grant  ffem  the  Ministry  will  cease  at  the  same 
time  as  their  servicing  work  it  is  expected  that  this  loss  will,  in  the 
main,  be  made  up  from  revenue  derived  from  contracts  made  with  farmers 
when  their  arrangements  with  the  Ministry  squads  cease.

( 4)  Nuissinces 


There  have  been  the  usual  small  number  of  complaints  connected 
with  defective  drains,  keeping  of  animals  and  deposition  of  refuse. 

All  cases  were  abated  by  informal  action. 

(5)  Beaches 

The  only  Beach  owned  by  the  Council,  Mawgan  Porth,  has  now 
been  provided  with  proper  sanitary  conveniences,  which  are  much  used 
and  appreciated.  Life  saving  equipment  and  notices  continue  to  be 
maintained  there.  There  are  three  other  popular  beaches  in  the  district, 
two  of  which  have  conveniences.  Hopes  for  providing  the  other  beach 
with  the  same  have  not  yet  materialised  but  there  is  every  indication 
of  success  by  the  summer  of  1959* 

( 6)  Refuse  Collection,  Public  Cleansing 

No  change.  There  is  a  weekly  collection  in  most  of  the  district 
by  three  twelve  cubic  yard  vehicles.  One  tip  was  completed  during  the 
year  and  another  started  nearby.  One  tip  attendant  is  employed. 

(7)  Caravan  Sites 

The  problem  cf  caravans  and  tents  in  the  peak  summer  weeks 
continues  to  give  rise  to  difficulties,  and  in  some  cases  complaints. 

There  are  eleven  licensed  sites  with  a  capacity  of  about  250  vans,  and 
all  are  provided  with  conveniences  and  water  supplies.  It  is  felt  that 
the  existing  legislation  gives  but  imperfect  control,  and  from  the  very 
large  bocty  of  experience  available  it  should  be  possible  to  legislate 
for  the  better  control  of  these  vans  and  tents,  and  probably  also 
facilitate  matters  for  the  users  thereof.  A  very  good  case  could  be  made 
out  for  County  Plans  shoving  zones  where  camping  sites  could  be  allowed, 
much  as  is  done  in  the  natter  of  housing,  development ,  in  order  to  avoid 
having:  the  majority  cf  applications  turned  down  on  planning  grounds.

Houses  built  by  Council 

In  September  1958  work  was  started  on  the  first  14  houses 
under  the  Council' s  post-war  slur,  clearance  schane.  These  are  at 
Creakavose,  St.  Stephen  on  land  already  in  the  Council's  ownership. 

It  is  hoped  to  invito  tenders  under  this  scheme  for  a  further 
10  houses  at  Roche  early  in  1959. 

In  October  a  site  for  up  to  10  houses  at  Luxulyan  was 

selected. 

In  December  1958  the  Council  decided  not  to  build  any  further 
Council  Houses  for  "general  needs"  at  least  until  circumstances  so 
change  as  to  warrant  such  procedure.  At  the  same  time  a  suggested 
programme  to  build  a  total  of  200  houses  for  slum  clearance  purposes, 
subject  to  review  parish  by  parish  as  necessary,  was  adopted  and  an 
early  start  is  to  be  made  in  finding  sites. 

During  the  year  two  properties  at  Treviscoe,  St.  Stephen  were 
purchased  and  converted  into  one  dwelling  for  the  joint  occupation  of 
a  family  already  accommodated  in  one  of  them. 

The  accomodation  at  Enniswczgey  became  vacant  and  a  decision 
not  to  re-occupy  was  made.  It  is  to  be  sold  for  the  best  possible 
terms. 

The  last  hut  at  No.  9  site,  St.  Mawgan  was  also  vacated  and 
all  huts  were  sold  by  public  tender.  This  site  is  in  course  of  being 
de- requisitioned,  and  handed  back  to  agricultural  use.

Slum  Clearance 


Progress  under  the  Five  Year  plan  has  been  delayed  owing  to 
circumstances  beyond  the  Council's  control.  To  date  five  parishes 
have  been  surveyed  and  plans  for  the  necessary  rehousing  are  in  an 
advanced  stage.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  ms  a  relative  absence  of  the  common 
infections  compared  with  the  country  as  a  whole.  Every  endeavour  ms 
made  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  single  case  of  para- typhoid  fever  but 
without  success.  The  case  occurred  in  a  person  who  had  not  moved  from 
the  hamlet  in  which  he  had  lived  for  many  years. 

The  cases  of  Q.  Fever  occurred  in  a  group  of  service  men  and  it 
is  probable  that  their  origin  was  outside  the  County.  The  disease  is 
spread  by  ticks  frpm  the  host  animal  (the  sheep).

Additional  preventive  measures  taken  are  the  examination  of 
contacts,  educative  measures  with  contacts  and  cases;  and  adequate 
housing  of  cases  to  allow  segregation. 

The  elimination  of  tuberculosis,  which  is  now  possible  with  the 
new  treatments  available,  is  dependent  on  ascertaining  all  infective  cases 
and  taking  steps  to  ensure  that  they  do  not  infect  others. 

It  is  not  easy  to  ascertain  all  sources  of  infection  as  the  older 
generation  are  not  very  co-operative.  In  addition  they  have  lived 
through  a  period  when  infection  was  much  more  prevalent  and  possibly 
more  of  than  than  in  the  younger  age  group  have  lament  infection. 

As  tuberculous  infection  falls  the  importance  of  these  hidden 
cases  becomes  greater  and  we  may  have  to  wait  until  most,  of  those  at 
present  aged  50  years  and  over  have  died  before  any  marked  reduction 
takes  place.
